— To a national-forest ranger, wildlife 1s a orop, as much a crop in fact 
m. as the timber which is harvested in hia forest. When a forest ranger 
talks about wildlife management he's talking sbout the planning and the 
work that goes on in the national forest to insure the production of a 
continual supply of wild animals and birds. And a large part of the 
ranger's job in wildlife management 1s protection....protection of the 
Valuable wildlife resource against complete destruction by man and 
forest fires....and against the ravages of disease and femine which often 
wipe out large herds of animals in a short time. The forest ranger alse 
concerna himself with protecting those animals and birds which cannot 
defend themselves against excessive depredations of their most violent 
naturel enemies, other wild animals called predators...... But now, it's 
time again to join our friends on the Pine Gone National Forest.
